In the face of the declaration of P ro gre ssive leaders that only by a clear- 
cut statem ent as to the Justice's stand on p reparedness and kindred issu e s 
could there be any hope of a joint nomination, the old gu ard is secure in its 
own belief that it can control the votes of a m ajority of the delegates, and the 
dom inant forces of R e p u b lica n ism want the jurist. 
But the Rep u b lican s w an t H u gh e s only if they are convinced that he can 
win in Novem ber. 
Therefore, the p relim in ary feeler to the P ro gre ssiv e s w a s to asce rtain 
whether or not an agreem ent would be possible with H u g h e s a s a candidate 
running on any sort of platform the P r o g re s siv e s m ight require. 
T h e old guard is not belittling the pow er that it feels the P r o g re s siv e s 
; can s w in g and its plan went down further than the mere su ggestio n that an 
agreement come about on H ughes.

The plan went so far as to embrace a sche m e by w hich the P r o g re s siv e s 
m ight be able later to say that they were the ones who put H u g h e s over. 
The old guard scheme w a s to have the P ro g re s siv e s meet W e d n esd a y , 
or not later than T h u r sd a y night, to nominate Hughes. 
The P r o gre ssiv e s could well "point with p rid e " that by their action in 
n am ing H u g h e s they forced the G. O. P. into selecting the sa m e leader. 
The Pro gre ssives, who have been w aiting for some sort of an olive b ran ch 
suggestion, made know n that they were first for Roosevelt, yet w ere fo r 
H u gh e s only if some sa tisfacto ry statement of principles could be extracted 
from Hughes. 
Failin g that, they flaunted the big stick for a third ticket. 
There appeared to be but little doubt today that H u g h e s could be n o m ­ 
inated if “the big three,” Penrose, Barnes and Crane, so say. 
These three do not think that Roosevelt could possibly d raw all the v o te s 
of a united party.
